OBSERVANCE, ‘OF ALL 
HIGHWAY SIGNS

Extreme caution and observance: of | 


all highway- signs, especially railway 
markers, was urged of potential va- 


cationers today by A. S. Windham, Ex: | 


ecutive Director of the Mississippi 
Safety Council. 

Windham pointed to the 1,523 per- 
sons in motor vehicles who were killed 
at’ highway rail-intersections in 1950 
alone as an example of how badly 
safety education is needed in this phase 
of the traffic problem, 

“By all standards of measurement,” 
he said, “a railroad track is just a 
piece of metal. But so is the wire 
spring ae a trap, a guillotine blade and 
a spear tip. 

Windham said the railroad tracks— 
and the four-foot, eight-inch span be- 
tween them-—<have “regrettably become 
the scene of an annual slaughter that 
is a sad commentary on the driving 
public’s idea of caution.” 

“Inattention, reckless and disregard 
of warning signs and signal, are the 
leading causes of such highway-rail in- 
tersection accidents,” the Safety Offi- 
cial declared. 

Windham explained that this ten- 
dency on the part of:drivers to trust 
to luck, rather than te their eyes and’ 
ears, when approaching ‘a railroad is 
one of the chief targets in the current 
program of traffic safety education 
being ‘undertaken by the Safety Coun- 
cil, epee 
The Council's program is being con- 
ducted in cooperation with the National 
Safety Council and ‘the. Mississippi 
Highway Safety Patrol.
